It contains the cbief of the advan- 
tages of the original Gradations, which has repeatedly 
been declared tobe tbe easiest and most gradual first Book 
for children ever produced. Tbe second Part has been 
rendered still easier by the omission of many of the diffi- 
colt words in the Spelling. 

How truly gradual this work is will be manifest on con-
